Gladiolus  Thrips  have  caused  great  damage  to 
Gladiolus  during  the  blooming  season  in  nearly  all 
parts  of  the  U.  S.  the  past  two  years. 

The  Thrip  is  a  very  small  insect  about  1/20  of  an 
inch  in  length  and  not  easily  seen,  except  when 
numerous.  Thrips  do  not  overwinter  out  doors, 
where  the  ground  freezes.
